DEPENDENT PENSIONS. 


Taxpayers to Be Bled tor the Benefit: 
of Demagogues. 
LNew York Times. | 

The action of the House Committee 

on the Dependent Pension Bill, recentl 
assed by the Senate, can be explained 
in one way only. It is a higher bid 
than the Senate made for the vote of 
such soldiers as can be influenced by it. 
In the slang of the card-table, the 
Democrats of the House committee 
*tsee”’ the Senate and ‘“‘go better.” It 
is not a creditable proceeding, and, if 
the House should approve it, the Sen- 
ate, actuated by the same motives, will 
probably accept the action of the House, 
and the responsibility for final decision 
will rest with the President. At this 
point, at least, the country may rely 
on the measure being consider and 
treated on its merits, with a fair 
view to the real interests of the whole

All argument as ,to its provisions or 
suggestion as to safeguards that should 
be thrown around it were met with 
complacent simplicity by the statement 
of this fact, as if that ought to be con- 
clusive.

But the House committee has gone 
off on an entirely different tack. They 
have amended the Senate bill so as to 
give every veteran totally disabled for 
the performance of manual labor, 
whether dependent upon such labor for 
the means of living or not, a pension of 
1 cent per month for each day of ser- 
vice during the War of the Rebellion, 
and the same nsion, whether dis- 
abled or not, if he shall have reached 
the age 62 years. This means a pen- 
sion of from $10.80 to $175.20 per year, 
according as the claimant served from 
90 days to four years in the army. It

We have already called attention to

Having said thus much to the good

The Expiring Blaine Boom. 


Reports from Washington announce 
that the “Blaine anyhow”’ men are be- 
coming alarmed at the probable ship- 
wreck of their pet scheme. They see 
clear signs of their losing the power to 
control the nomination at Chicago, or 
to put Mr. Blaine through with a 
hurrah against his will. The ring- 
leaders have been holding long and 
earnest conferences of late, and it is 
generally understood that they are 
likely to make a final rally for Blaine 
at Chicago, as the only way to prevent 
the control of the party from passing 
frem them. It is expected that Blaine 
will be on the ocean, on his way home, 
when the convention meets, and there 
is no doubt that it is the present 
purpose of his friends to have the 
nomination ready to hand to him when 
he lands. It is the only way that the 
power of these men over the party can 
be maintained, and the control of the 
party, even in defeat, is more impor- 
tant to Bilaine’s immediate followers 
than success outside of their leadership. 
We have little fear that any such 
scheme will meet with success. The

Blaine through, which was quite pre- 
valent among the unthinking masses a 
month ago, and which those interested 
mn keeping the sentiment alive have 
done their best to fan into a flame, has

THE United States will soon be able 
to challenge Morocco to mortal com- 
bat. A dynamite cruiser has been 
built for the Government and will be 


-| launched on the 28th, which curries 


four pneumatic guns for hurling dyna- 
mite projectiles, each with a range of 
at least a mile. The shells, which can 
be fired with great accuracy twicea 
minute, will contain six hundred 
pounds of explosive gelatine. It is 
claimed that this gun,properly handled, 
will be the most destructive engine of 
war yet invented, for the heaviest 
armed vessels in the world will go all 
to pieces from the explosion of such a 
shell. The sooner implements of war- 
fare get so terribly destructive that 
nations will hesitate about provoking a 
conflict, the better will it be for hu- 
manity. 

A SYNDICATE have secured the right 
for the Southern States for a new pro- 
cess for reducing vegetable fibres to 
paper stock, with the intention of 
establishin mills in all the cotton 
States and applying the process to the 
reduction to paper of cotton stalks and 
seed hulls, now practically worthless. 
The promoters of the enterprise claim 
that they can make good newspaper at 
two cents per pound, and consequently 
the establishing of their mills will he 
as important an event in the econom- 
cal history of the South as the estab- 
lishing of cotton seed oi! mills.
